User Study Feedback
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Park Trash is emptied 3x a day during the busy season.
There are 300 trash cans throughout the parks.

We purposely leave the leaves in some areas (South Cove) on the path for a period of time for
aesthetic purposes.

We have composted nearly 20,000lbs of food waste to date in 2018.
All benches and hand railings are hand-painted by the staff.

There are three work shifts during the summer so we have staff 7 days a week from 7:30am to
9pm.

There are two areas for the public to drop their compost off.

1,000 light poles in BPC.

We are planting more native plants in order to provide food and shelter for wildlife.

There are three dog runs within BPC to accommodate the over 1,000 dogs that live in BPC.

There are approximately 5.1 miles of bench slates that make up the benches.
